1 . This action is in response to the Applicant's communication filed on 1/1 8/2005. 

2. Claims 1-58, 60, 64-70 have been canceled, and claim 59, 62 amended. 

3. Claims 59, 61-63 are pending and are presented for examination. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Attorney Timothy M. Morella (Reg. No. 45,277) the undersigned for applicant(s) on March 4, 
2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the claim: 

59. (Currently amended) A medical Image management system comprising: 
a transfer engine for receiving medical Image data from an Image data 

source; 

a converter engine for converting medical image data to a browser 
compatible Image format connected to receive medical image data from the transfer engine, 
wherein the converter engine comprises: 

a decoder engine for extracting Image pixel data from Image data; 
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a physiologic knowledge engine for reducing the Image pixel data 
without loss of diagnostic data connected to receive the extracted pixel data; and 

an encoder engine for converting Image pixel data to a browser 
compatible format connected to receive Image pixel data, whereby image data may b e 
is_converted to the browser compatible format without loss of diagnostic data; and 

a post engine for posting the browser compatible Image to a database 
connected to receive converted Image data.

5. The drawings filed on May 4, 2001 are approved as to the merits by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 59, and 61-63 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's particular 
disclosure of a medical image management system in a medical environment comprising of two 
layers engine such as a transfer engine for receiving medical image data from an image data 
source and a converter engine for converting medical data to a browser from the transfer engine, 
wherein the converter engine comprises: a decoder engine for extracting image pixel from image 
data; a physiologic knowledge engine for reducing the image pixel data without loss of 
diagnostic data connected to receive the extracted pixel data; and an encoder engine for 
converting image pixel data to a browser compatible format connected to receive image pixel 
data, whereby image data is converted to the browser compatible format without loss of 
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diagnostic data as embodied in independent claim 59, in context with the other limitations of the 
claims was not disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, nor would have been fairly 
suggested by the prior art of record. 

The dependent claims 61-63, being further limiting to the independent claim definite and 
enabled by the specification are also allowed. 

The closest prior art Rothschild et al. (U. S. Pat. No. 6,678,703) disclose a medical image 
management system and method that uses a central data management system to centrally manage 
the storage and transmission of electronic records containing medical images between remotely 
located facilities. Rothschild et al. did not implicitly disclose a medical image management 
system comprising a converter engine, wherein the converter engine comprises: a decoder engine 
for extracting image pixel from image data; a physiologic knowledge engine for reducing the 
image pixel data without loss of diagnostic data connected to receive the extracted pixel data; 
and an encoder engine for converting image pixel data to a browser compatible format connected 
to receive image pixel data, whereby image data is converted to the browser compatible format 
without loss of diagnostic data. The closest prior art fail to anticipate or render the Applicant's 
limitations above obvious.
